SOME SIGNS OF THE. TIMES. 


There will be noharmin looking into 


some of the signs of the times, as they 
have developed and have been given 
ont by those in authority in the las 
two decades, and particularly in the 
last four years. It does not occur to i 
large body of the people that there i 
very little regard shown for the funda 
mental law of the country. The con 
stitntion seems to have lost its bind 
ing force upon certain of those wh 
are sworn to support it, which is a sign 
of the times that is full of meaning 
respecting tho present, and also th 
future. The disregard there is for it 
provisions at this time will lead, i 
continued, to its overthrow in th 
fntnre. 


The one will follow the other i 


natural order, as night in the order o 
nature follows day. The violations 
its provisions are open and notorious 
which is an evidence of disregard b 
those in authority for a republioa 
system of government. 
The open an< 


notorious violations there are of it 
provisions do not only show a disre 
gard for them, but there is connects 
with a disregard an evident dislike fo 
its requirements, or the slurs there ar 
so often thrown upon them would no 
be heard from Ihos9 who are ignoran 
of its provisions and who give fort 
sentiments they have learned 
from 


otheis, who are aware of their bindin 
force under our system of govern 
merit. 


The sign of the times given by th 


Governor of Idaho when there wa 
trouble at Wardner, in that State, i 
not assuring. There were persons 
that State who violated the law b 
blowing up a mill owned by a minin 
corporation. There was some 
diffi 


cnlty between the mine owners, o 
corporation officials, and a miners 
labor organization, which had taken 
very acuts form, and bad feeling wa 
a result of tbe feud. The mill wa 
destroyed, or Dadly injured, and th 
minero' organization waa accused b 
the corporation as the cause of th 
injury. Tbare were no other violation 
of law or i'.ny disturbance of the peac 
of tha community from other causes 
Theie were no conditions present tha 
could not have beon controllsd by th 
local authorities, and no cause existe 
that would prevent the punishment o 
those who were guilty of a dostructio 
of properly; but the President was re 
quested to send into the State of Idah 
United States soldiers, ostensibly t 
protect private property of a minin 
corporation against an imaginary lav. 
less community that had no founda 
tion in fact. 


The President complied at the re 


qnest of the Governor of the State am 
those who were identified with th 
corporation. In all there was presen 
at Wardner there was no cause unde 
the constitution to send troops t 
Idaho. The language of the constita 
tion upon the subject is: "The Uniter 
States shall guarantee to every Stat 
in this Union a republican form o 
government, and shall protect each o 
them against invasion, and on applica- 
tion of the legislature, or of the execu- 
tive, when the legislature cannot b 
convened, against domestic violence.' 


When the whole evidencs is care- 


fully exuaiued which was taken before 
a committee appointed by the House 
of Bepresentatives lasr winter, there 
was no cause for sending United 
iStates troops to Wardrer, or for de- 
^iaring marshal law. The most that 
could be claimed from the evidence 
is that something like a riot occurred, 
including almost a thousand persons, 
which was caused by a difference be- 
tween a mining company and certain 
individuals who were present when the 
mill was destyoyed, all of whom dis- 
persed 
and 
went quietly to tneir 


homes and 
thereafter remained 


their homes. 


There was no resistance to any offi- 


cer or to the service of any legal 
process. There was no opposition to 
legal authority at any time except in 
the commission of the crime. There 
was nothing to prevent the legislature 
from assembling peaceably upon a call 
by the governor. The sheriff of the 
county of Shoshono was not even con- 
sulted about his ability to keep order. 
The militia of the State was not called 
on by the governor for a very good 
reason, whiob was, that they were" not 
required. Iu short there 
con Jition 


evidence taken in the investigation 
before the committee. 
It was clearly 


shown that in issuing his proclamation 
declaring an insurrection in Shoshone 
county tbat tho governor acted in a 
arbitrary manner and without author- 
ity. There was absolutely no cause 
for declaring marshal law or calling 
for United States troops.

ceived by thn governor at Baice, Idaho, 
from the sheriff of Shoshone connty: 


"Wardner, Idaho, April 26, 1899.— 


Frank Sti-unenberg, Boise: Your tele- 
gram received. 
Am on the ground. 


Matters 
are orderly. Will do all in my power 
to preserve orde*. The connty author 
itiea were not appealed to until 10 A, M. 
this 
morning.

Sheriff."

grams wero received by the governor

by any one.
